STATE INQUIRIES 


This publication presents information about the weekly earnings and 
employment benefits received by employees, and trade union 
membership. Distribution of employee weekly earnings is cross-classified 
by a range of personal characteristics such as age, sex and family type, 
and by characteristics of employment such as full-time and part-time 
status, permanent and casual status and size of employing establishment. 
Other information includes details of standard benefits provided by 
employers including superannuation coverage and paid leave. This 
publication also contains detailed information about trade union 
membership in Australia, including the personal characteristics of 
employees with and without trade union membership and trade union 
coverage by industry. 


Previously, this publication was titled Weekly Earnings of Employees 
(Distribution), Australia (Cat. no. 6310.0). The change of title reflects 
the inclusion of data on employment benefits and trade union 
membership, previously released in other publications. See paragraphs 
21 to 24 of the Explanatory Notes for more information regarding 
previous releases. 


Data contained in this publication was collected in August 1998 as a 
supplement to the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) monthly Labour 
Force Survey (LFS). Data was collected from persons within scope of this 
survey who were employees in their main job. With the exception of 
1996, this survey has been conducted annually since 1975.

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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


WEEKLY EARNINGS OF 
FULL-TIME AND PART-TIME 
WORKERS (IN ALL JOBS) 


WEEKLY EARNINGS OF 
FULL-TIME AND PART-TIME 
EMPLOYEES (IN MAIN JOB) 


In August 1998, there were 7,244,800 employees aged 15 years and 
over. Nearly three-quarters (74%) were full-time workers, unchanged 
from a year earlier. Mean weekly earnings of both full-time and part-time 
workers increased by approximately 2% between August 1997 and August 
19981. This translated to a $12 increase to $715 for full-time workers, 
and a $5 increase to $257 for part-time workers. 


Full-time workers who were residents of the Australian Capital Territory 
had the highest mean weekly earnings of the States and Territories at 
$807 in August 1998, followed by $750 for workers resident in New 
South Wales. Tasmania recorded the lowest mean weekly earnings at 
$639. For part-time workers, mean weekly earnings were highest in the 
Northern Territory at $296, and lowest in Queensland at $246. 


Of the 7,244,800 employees in August 1998, almost three-quarters (72%) 
were full-time employees in their main job. Just over half of female 
employees (55%) and the majority of male employees (86%) worked 
full-time in their main job. Mean weekly earnings of full-time employees 
in their main job were $765 for males and $626 for females, while 
median weekly earnings were $657 and $570, respectively. 


The distribution of earnings for full-time employees shows relatively 
more females in lower and middle earnings groups. The proportion of 
female full-time employees whose weekly earnings were less than $300 
was 5%; 49% were in the range $300-$599; 33% in the range 
$600-$899; 10% had weekly earnings in the range $900-$1,199 and only 
3% had weekly earnings over $1,200. In comparison, for male full-time 
employees the proportions of weekly earnings in these ranges were 4%, 
35%, 34%, 16% and 11%.

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WEEKLY EARNINGS OF At $267, mean weekly earnings for the 540,900 male part-time 
FULL-TIME AND PART-TIME employees was $5 less than that for the 1,490,400 female part-time

piel employees. Similarly, median weekly earnings were also less for male 
part-time employees at $200, compared to $250 for females. 


The proportion of female part-time employees whose weekly earnings 
were less than $200 was 38%; 39% were in the range $200-$399; 17% in 
the range $400-$599 and 6% had weekly earnings over $600. In 
comparison, the proportions for male weekly earnings in these ranges 
were 48%, 29%, 15% and 8%. 


WEEKLY EARNINGS IN MAIN JOB, PART-TIME EMPLOYEES 
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Permanent and casual Most full-time employees (88%) were in permanent employment in 
employees August 1998, while almost two-thirds (65%) of part-time employees were 
in casual employment. Permanent employees had higher mean weekly 
earnings than casual employees in both full-time work ($724 compared 
to $656) and part-time work ($359 compared to $223). 


Males had higher mean weekly earnings than females in permanent 
full-time employment ($772 compared to $638), but slightly lower mean 
weekly earnings in permanent part-time employment ($355 compared to 
$360). Casual male employees earned more than females in both 
full-time work ($712 compared to $502) and part-time work ($246 
compared to $211). 


Public and private sector Since August 1997, the number of private sector employees rose by 5% 
or 266,200 employees, to stand at 5,696,200 in August 1998. The 
number of public sector employees remained steady at 1,548,600. 


Public sector employees had higher mean weekly earnings than 
employees in the private sector for both full-time work ($777 compared 
to $698) and part-time work ($350 compared to $254).

There were relatively more private sector employees in lower earnings 
groups. The proportion of private sector employees whose weekly 
earnings were less than $300 was 23%; 40% were in the range 
$300-$599; 23% in the range $600-$899; 8% were in the range 
$900-$1,199 and 6% had weekly earnings of $1,200 and over. The 
comparative proportions for public sector employees in these ranges 
were 10%, 31%, 36%, 17% and 6%. 


Except for part-time employees aged 15-19, males had higher mean 
weekly earnings than females across all age groups for both full-time and 
part-time work. Mean weekly earnings rose with age, peaking at $687 for 
employees aged 45-54, then falling to $394 for employees aged 65 and 
over. Employees with the lowest mean weekly earnings were aged 15-19 
($181), mainly due to the large proportion of part-time employees (66%) 
in this age group. 


Some 24% of employees (1,747,100) were born outside Australia. Of 
these, 45% were born in main English-speaking countries. Mean weekly 
earnings for persons born in Australia were $684 for males and $456 for 
females. For those born outside Australia, mean weekly earnings were 
$728 for males and $493 for females. Those born in main English- 
speaking countries had higher mean weekly earnings than those born in 
other than main English-speaking countries; $814 for males and $524 for 
females, compared to $659 and $466, respectively. 


The highest level of mean weekly earnings for full-time employees in 
their main job was recorded by employees in the Mining industry 
($1,124), followed by employees in Property and business services 
($837). Full-time employees in Agriculture, forestry and fishing ($503), 
Retail trade ($542) and Accommodation, cafes and restaurants ($559), 
recorded the lowest mean weekly earnings in their main job. 


MEAN WEEKLY EARNINGS, FULL-TIME EMPLOYEES, 
BY SELECTED INDUSTRIES 
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Occupation The lowest mean weekly earnings for full-time employees was recorded 
for Labourers and related workers ($516), followed by Elementary 
clerical, sales and service workers ($523). For part-time employees the 
lowest mean weekly earnings was recorded by Elementary clerical, sales 
and service workers ($183). The highest mean weekly earnings for both 
full-time and part-time employees was recorded by Managers and 
administrators ($1,098 for full-time employees and $479 for part-time 
employees), followed by Professionals ($920 and $429). 


EMPLOYMENT BENEFITS IN In August 1998, 97% of the 5,213,500 full-time employees received one 

MAIN JOB or more standard employment benefits in their main job — 95% 
received superannuation; 87% received sick leave; 87% received holiday 
leave and 75% received long service leave. By contrast, only 75% of the 
2,013,300 part-time employees received one or more standard 
employment benefits. 


Proportionally more public sector employees received standard 
employment benefits than private sector employees. Of the 1,548,600 
public sector employees, 96% received superannuation, 88% received 
holiday leave, 89% received sick leave and 85% received long service 
leave. Of the 5,696,200 private sector employees, the proportions of 
employees receiving these standard employment benefits were 87%, 68%, 
68% and 56%, respectively. 


The proportion of employees receiving one or more employment 
benefits increased with the size of the employing establishment. Where 
the size was less than 10 employees, only 83% of those employees 
received benefits. By contrast, where there were 100 or more employees, 
97% received benefits. 


The Electricity, gas and water supply industry (100%) recorded the 
highest proportion of persons in receipt of standard employment 
benefits, followed closely by the Finance and insurance industry (98%). 
Retail trade (79%) and Accommodation, cafes and restaurants (80%) had 
the lowest proportion of people receiving standard employment benefits. 


TRADE UNION MEMBERSHIP In August 1998, 28% of Australia’s 7,244,800 employees aged 15 years 
and over were trade union members with respect to their main job. This 
proportion has declined steadily from 46% of all employees in 1986. 


The declining trend in trade union membership was evident for both 
males and females, although the rate of decline for females has generally 
been slower, particularly in recent years.

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Employees aged 45-54 had the highest rate of trade union membership 
(34%) in August 1998. The highest rate for part-time employees was 
recorded for those aged 35-44 (24%), whilst for full-time employees the 
highest rate was recorded for those aged 45-54 (38%). 


In August 1998, the highest rates of trade union membership were 
recorded in the Electricity, gas and water supply industry (55%) and the 
Communication services industry (54%). 


The lowest rates of trade union membership were recorded in the 
Agriculture, forestry and fishing industry (8%), Property and business 
services (11%) and the Wholesale trade industry (13%). 


The Electricity, gas and water supply industry recorded the largest 
decrease in trade union membership, falling 10 percentage points to 
55% between 1996 and 1998. The Agriculture, forestry and fishing 
industry was the only industry to record an increase over the same 
period (one percentage point to 8%). 


PROPORTION OF ALL EMPLOYEES WHO WERE TRADE UNION MEMBERS 
IN MAIN JOB, BY SELECTED INDUSTRIES 
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Sector Trade union membership for public sector employees decreased from 
55% in 1996 to 53% in 1998. For private sector employees the rate 
declined from 24% in 1996 to 21% in 1998. 


In both the public and the private sectors, male employees reported 
higher union membership, at 59% (public) and 24% (private), than 
female employees (48% and 18% respectively). 


Full-time or part-time status Between 1996 and 1998, trade union membership for full-time 
employees fell three percentage points to 31%, and for part-time 
employees membership fell two percentage points to 20%. 


Male full-time employees reported slightly higher rates of trade union 
membership (32%) than female full-time employees (30%). This pattern 
was reversed for part-time employees, with 21% of females and 18% of 
males being members. 


Permanent or casual Permanent employees were more likely to be trade union members than 
employees casual employees (34% compared with 12%). A similar proportion of 
permanent full-time employees (34%) and permanent part-time 
employees (35%) were members of a trade union. For casual employees, 
10% of full-time employees and 13% of part-time employees were trade 
union members.

10 In August 1998 there were 41,700 persons for whom sector of main 
job could not be determined. These persons were included in the 
private sector for the purpose of this publication. 


11 In August 1998, persons refusing to answer questions about their 
weekly earnings represented 523,000 in the population. These persons 
have been classified to the ‘Could not be determined’ category in this 
publication. 


12 Care should be taken when using estimates of mean weekly 
earnings. Employees refusing to answer questions about their earnings 
are excluded from estimates of mean weekly earnings. Where these 
employees have demographic and employment characteristics which 
differ on average from the rest of the employee population, it is likely 
that the exclusion of these persons has resulted in a slight downward 
bias on mean weekly estimates. 


13 Revisions are made to population benchmarks for the LFS after each 
five-yearly Census of Population and Housing. The last such revision was 
made in February 1994 to take account of the results of the 1991 
Census of Population and Housing. Estimates from supplementary 
surveys conducted after February 1994 are therefore based on revised 
population benchmarks. 


14 Supplementary surveys are not always conducted on the full LFS 
sample. Apart from scope exclusions, such as those listed on the 
previous page, since August 1994, the sample available for 
supplementary surveys has been restricted to seven-eighths of the LFS 
sample. Since it was introduced, this survey has been conducted on 
various proportional samples, therefore sampling errors associated with 
previous surveys may vary from the sampling errors for this survey. 


15 In August 1990, persons aged 70 years and over were excluded 
from this survey, restricting the age of respondents to 15-69 years. The 
scope of surveys since 1991 and surveys run prior to August 1990, 
included all persons aged 70 and over.

16 Care should be taken when comparing the movements in mean 
weekly earnings and employment benefits estimates that include the July 
1991 and August 1997 surveys. The usual period between surveys is 12 
months, however in 1991 the elapsed time was 11 months (August 1990 
to July 1991) and in 1992 it was 13 months (July 1991 to August 1992). 
In 1997, the elapsed time was 2 years (August 1995 to August 1997). 


17 This survey was conducted to obtain statistics relating to employee 
benefits and trade union membership. It also collected statistics on the 
distribution of earnings of employees classified by characteristics such as 
marital status, sex, age and whether the earnings came from the main 
job or a second job. Caution should be exercised when comparing the 
means (averages) in these tables with estimates of average weekly 
earnings included in the quarterly publication Average Weekly Earnings, 
States and Australia (Cat. no. 6302.0), which are compiled from a 
survey of employers. There are important differences in the scope and 
methodology of the two surveys. 


18 The quarterly Survey of Average Weekly Earnings excludes 
employees in the industries of Agriculture, forestry and fishing 
(Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) 
Division A) and Private households employing staff (ANZSIC 

Subdivision 97), both of which are included in this household survey. 
Data from the quarterly Survey of Average Weekly Earnings are collected 
from employers complete a mailed questionnaire with details of their 
employees’ weekly earnings. For this household survey, respondents are 
either interviewed personally at their dwelling, or another adult member 
of their household responds on their behalf. 


19 The methodology used in this household survey may result in 
non-sampling error not evident in surveys of employers (and vice versa). 
This may account for some of the differences between the results of the 
two surveys. 


20 Previously, this publication was titled, Weekly Earnings of Employees 
(Distribution), Australia (Cat. no. 6310.0). The change in title reflects 
the inclusion of employment benefits and trade union membership data 
previously released in other publications. 


21 Similar surveys have been conducted annually since August 1975, 
except 1991 when the survey was conducted in July and in 1996 when 
the survey was not conducted.

INTRODUCTION 


CALCULATION OF 
STANDARD ERROR 


1 Since the estimates in this publication are based on information 
obtained from occupants of a sample of dwellings, they are subject to 
sampling variability, that is, they may differ from those that would have 
been produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. One 
measure of the likely difference is given by the standard error (SE), 
which indicates the extent to which an estimate might have varied by 
chance because only a sample of dwellings was included. There are 
about two chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one SE from the number that would have been obtained if all 
dwellings had been included, and about 19 chances in 20 that the 
difference will be less than two SEs. Another measure of the likely 
difference is the relative standard error (RSE), which is obtained by 
expressing the SE as a percentage of the estimate. 


2 Space does not allow for the separate indication of the SEs of all 
estimates in this publication. Since they are averages based on 
calculations for a limited number of past surveys over a wide range of 
labour force characteristics these numbers will not give a precise 
measure of the SE of a particular estimate but they will provide an 
indication of its magnitude. 


3 An example of the calculation and the use of SEs in relation to 
estimates of persons is as follows. Table 5 shows the estimated number 
of female part-time employees in main job in Australia was 1,490,400. 
Since this estimate is between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 table T1 shows 
that the SE for Australia will lie between 12,600 and 16,300 and can be 
approximated by interpolation as 14,400 (rounded to the nearest 100). 
Therefore, there are about two chances in three that the value that 
would have been produced if all dwellings had been included in the 
survey will fall in the range 1,476,000 to 1,504,800 and about 

19 chances in 20 that the value will fall within the range 1,461,600 to 
1,519,200. This example is illustrated in the diagram below:

4  Ascan be seen from the SE table, the smaller the estimate, the 
higher is the RSE. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high SEs 
(relative to the size of the estimate) as to detract seriously from their 
value for most reasonable uses. In these tables, only estimates with RSEs 
less than 25% are considered sufficiently reliable for most purposes. 
However, estimates with larger RSEs have been included and are 
preceded by an asterisk (e.g. *3.4) to indicate they are subject to high 
SEs and should be used with caution. 


5 The RSEs of estimates of mean and median weekly earnings are 
obtained by first finding the RSE of the estimate of the total number of 
persons contributing to the estimate (see table T1) and then multiplying 
the number so obtained by the following relevant factors: 


Mean weekly earnings: 0.9 
Median weekly earnings: 1.0 


6 Consider median weekly earnings of female part-time employees in 
main job were $250 (table 7), with an estimate of 1,490,400 female 
part-time employees. The SE can be approximated by interpolation as 
14,400 which is 1.0% as a RSE. The factor of 1.0 (see paragraph 5) is 
applied to the RSE of 1.0% to obtain 1.0%. Therefore the SE for median 
weekly earnings of female part-time employees in main job is 1.0% of 
$250, i.e. about $2.50. So there are two chances in three that the 
median weekly earnings is between $247.50 and $252.50, and about 19 
chances in 20 that it is between $245.00 and $255.00. 


7 Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of two estimates 
are also subject to sampling errors. The size of the error depends on the 
accuracy of both the numerator and the denominator. A formula to 
approximate the RSE of a proportion is given below: 





RSE(x/y) = V[RSE (x)]2 - [RSE (y)]? 


8 Considering the example from paragraph 3 above, the 

1,490,400 female part-time employees in the main job represent 

45.3% of the 3,286,600 female employees. The SE of 3,286,600 is 
approximately 18,959 so the RSE is 0.6%. The RSE for 1,490,400 is 1.0%. 
Applying the above formula, the RSE of the proportion is 

V(1.0)2 - (0.6)2 or 0.8%, giving a SE for the proportion (45.3%) of 

0.4 percentage point. Therefore, there are about two chances in three 
that the proportion of female part-time employees was between 44.9% 
and 45.7% and 19 chances in 20 that the proportion is within the range 
44.5% to 46.1%. 
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Differences 9 Published estimates may also be used to calculate the difference 
between two survey estimates (of numbers or percentages). Such an 
estimate is subject to sampling error. The sampling error of the 
difference between two estimates depends on their SEs and the 
relationship (correlation) between them. An approximate SE of the 
difference between two estimates (x — y) may be calculated by the 
following formula: 





SE(x — y) = V[SE (x)2 + [SE(y)]? 


10 While this formula will only be exact for differences between 
separate and uncorrelated characteristics or subpopulations, it is 
expected to provide a good approximation for all differences likely to be 
of interest in this publication. 


11 Standard errors contained in table T1 are applicable to all estimates 
from this survey. The levels at which averages and medians have a RSE 
of 25% are shown in table T2.

Employed persons who, during the reference week: 


=» worked in a second job or held a second job from which they were 
absent because of holidays, sickness or any other reason; and 


=» were an employee in at least one of their jobs. 


Unless otherwise specified, all occurrences of occupation in this 
publication relate to Major Group as defined by ASCO — Australian 
Standard Classification of Occupations, Second Edition (Cat. no. 1220.0). 


All employees for whom ‘part-time’ was the response to the question ‘Is 
your main job full-time or part-time?’ 


Employees who usually worked a total of less than 35 hours a week in 
all jobs and who did so during the reference week. 


Employees who were entitled to paid holiday leave or sick leave in their 
main job. 


A job, other than the main job, in which some hours were worked 
during the reference week. 


Is used to classify a respondent’s employer as a public or private 
enterprise. Public sector includes local government authorities, 
government departments, agencies and authorities created by, or 
reporting to, the Commonwealth Parliament and State Parliaments. 
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Sick leave Provision by employers of paid sick leave in the main job, as collected 
by responses to the question ‘Does your employer provide you with paid 
sick leave?’. 


Size of location The number of persons employed at the location of the respondent’s 
main job. 


Standard benefit Provision by employer of holiday leave, sick leave, long service leave or 
superannuation benefit. 


Superannuation benefit Membership of a superannuation or retirement benefits scheme, 
arranged or provided by the person’s current employer even if the 
employer did not contribute to the fund. 


Superannuation coverage Membership of a superannuation or retirement benefits scheme 
regardless of whether the scheme was arranged or provided by the 
person’s current employer. 


Trade union An organisation (or employee or professional association), consisting 
predominantly of employees, the principal activities of which include the 
negotiation of rates of pay and conditions of employment for its 
members. 


Weekly earnings Amount of ‘last total pay’ from wage and salary jobs prior to the 
interview (i.e. before taxation and other deductions had been made). For 
persons paid other than weekly, earnings were converted to a weekly 
equivalent. No adjustment was made for any back payment of wage 
increases or prepayment of leave, etc.
